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NAVAL DISPUTE 
A different story is being heard these days about the 
strength and condition of the Soviet navy and the average 
man is at a loss to know what to believe. 
On one side, Admiral Thomas H. Moorer, until recently 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, told Congress that 
“ the Soviet naval capabilities are becoming more for­ 
midable every year.” 
Going even farther, Adm. Elmo R Zumwalt Jr.. chief of 
naval operations, said that the United States could no 
lon ger control the sea lanes in time of war. 
But now we are told, by other sources, that old age is 
overtaking the ships of the Soviet navy and likely will 
reduce their number by the end of the current decade 
Defense Secreta \ James R. Schlesinger is critical of 
what he calis an “aI 
mist ’’ view of the Soviet na vy which 
he says is no largt 
ían it was in 1958. He adds it is get­ 
ting old while the U.S. fleet is getting younger and 
beginning to expand. 
It’s obvious that these divergent views have been a key 
in the continuing dispute between the Defense Depart­ 
ment and the U.S. Navy over the relative and com 
para live strengths of the U.S. and the Soviet fleets. 
Janes Fighting Ships, an authoritative source1, has in 
recent times carried statistics showing a superiority at 
least in numbers of Soviet vessels, but U.S. Defense 
Department officials have risen in dispute of that con­ 
tention. 
The Office of Program Analysis and Evaluation in the 
Defense Department points out that the Russians are 
faced with replacement of obsolete vessels because of a 
failure to maintain its schedule of construction rates 
beyond the 1950s. High costs have been a deterrent to 
replacement. 
The Defense Department study claims that while our 
Navy was forced to retire a large number of older ships 
ahead of schedule, with a resultant decline in totals, the 
fleet is starting to grow again with delivery of new ships, 
Our emphasis has been on nuclear submarines, am ­ 
phibious landing ships, and combat surface ships. 
The danger in such a dispute is the possibility of an 
exaggeration by both sides. Surely specific statistics are 
available. An adequate naval force continues to play a 
strong role in the defense of any nation. There must be no 
quibbling among those responsible as to exactly where the 
United States stands in that respect.

During hot summer days the 
pleasure of an outdoor swim 
in ing 
pool 
is 
sometimes 
diminished by the presence of 
un welcomed 
guests—i nsects. 
“Several kinds of insects can 
be bothersome this way. A few 
of these, such as beetles, bugs, 
leafhoppers 
and 
moths, 
are 
often attracted to lights in and 
around the pool. . and take a 
dip by accident. Others—like 
the 
truly 
acquatic 
water 
scavenger beetles, predaceous 
diving beetles, giant water 
bugs, water boatmen, and 
backsw im m ers—m ay be a t­ 
tracted to lights or to the water 
itself. If they find the water 
inviting, they may decide to 
stay. 
Small wading pools or other 
pools without filtration and 
chlorine—left unused for ex 
tended periods of time- may 
provide a breeding site for 
mosquitoes and midges It only 
takes 10 days to two weeks for 
mosquitoes to complete a life 
cycle. 
Control measure for the small 
pool is simple; just empty when 
not in use. Controls in larger, 
permanent pools are more 
difficult. Good sanitation via 
proper filtration and chlorine 
treatment is important. The 
true acquatic insect, however, is 
generally not killed by the 
chlorine content of the pool. Nor 
do 
such 
insects 
usually b 
reproduce there. 
Increasing 
the 
chloring 
content to a point where it can 
kill the insects would make it too 
strong for people. And in 
secticides should not be used in 
swimming pools, 
Best control measure is to 
reduce night lighting as much as 
possible. Use of indirect lighting 
or light sources several feet 
from the pool will help Yellow 
lights attract fewer insects and 
thus are helpful. 
A daily program of “fishing 
out" the univited with a long 
handled 
dip 
net 
may 
be 
necessary. 
This 
does 
not 
require much time, and the net 
can also serve to remove leaves, 
twigs, and other foreign objects 
from the pool 
Keep vegetation well trim 
med in the area adjacent to the 
pool Tall shrubs should not be 
allowed to grow there Grass is 
preferable. Small insects in the 
grass and surrounding areas 
can be sprayed with a one to two 
percent malathion spray. 
To provide temporary re lief 
from flying insects attracted to 
lights, fog a round t he I igh t s w 11 h 
a hand fogging device, using 
pyrethrins and or dichlorvos 
There are no “sure cures tor 
insects in swimming pools But. 
if you have the pleasure of a pool 
on a hot summer day. a lew 
insects can’t be all that bad

SALES 
The semi annual white sale is 
here! By now and save! Top 
quality sheets, towels, and 
linens up to 50 per cent off! 

The white 
sales are here again. An that 
can mean money saved—if you 
are a careful shopper. But not 
all white sales are what they’re 
cracked up to be. Some sales 
feature specially milled goods 
that aren’t up to par. To avoid 
bad buys and save money, you 
must know what you are looking 
for and you have to know' how to 
buy. 
First, remember the most 
important criterion—the sale 
price. The original price makes 
little difference. After all, that’s 
not the price you’re paying. In 
addition, the original price 
marked on the goods may not be 
the true original price. Linens, 
like anything else, may be given 
mark-ups to make the sale price 
look even more attractive. 
Buy exactly what you’re 
looking 
for. Don’t 
settle on 
lavender when you really want 
pink. Don’t but twin size when 
it’s the double bed crying for 
new' sheets. 
Buy at the store that has the 
lowest price for the quality you 
want. This means doing a little 
comparative shopping, finding 
out what prices are available at 
several stores. If the best buy is 
at a discount store, you should 
buy right away. Discount stores 
have limited stock; once the 
sale merchandise is gone, there 
probably won’t be more. 
But if the best buy is at a 
department 
store, 
you’d 
probably be wise to postpone 
your purchase. Department 
store 'white sales usually last a 
month and prices may be 
slashed even further toward the 
end of the sale. 
Should you buy goods marked

Digging or lawn mow 
ing stirs up the tiny colonies 
causing them to release many 
spores. Those that are wind 
borne act in much the same 
way as do plant pollen. 
Molds are fungi, and spores 
their reproducing cells. Damp, 
humid and hot weather are

Storing Gasoline 
Could Be A Blast 


WESTLAFAYETTE, Ind. 
Do you store a potentially lethal 
liquid on your premise? 
If you answer is "yes,” you 
could be in for a blast! 
Now that gasoline is more 
plentiful, hopefully storage oí 
gasoline by homeowners and 
motorists is a thing of the past. 
“ Storing 
extra 
gasoline 
around the house or in your car 
is an extrem ely dangerous 
practice,” says Arlen D. Brown, 
Purdue University agricultural 
engineer. 
In discussing one, two or three 
family 
dwellings 
and 
ac 
company ing 
attached 
or 
detached garages, rules and 
regulations set forth by the 
Indiana 
State 
Fire 
Marshal 
state: "Storage other than fuel 
oil, prohibited, except that 
which is required lor main 
tena nee or equipment operation 
which shall not exceed ten 
gallons. Such flammable liquid 
shall be stored in metal, closed 
containers or safety cans." 


Where people store a can of 
gasoline is of vital concern, the 
associate professor emphasizes. 
Gasoline vapors are heavier 
than air and settle in low places. 
Most dangerous place to sto 
gasoline is in the tSasPmept, He 
adds. Vapors can escape fro 
a safety can and split the^eamn 


of an un ven ted can or plastic 
container 
Gasoline from the service 
station pump is as cool as the 
underground storage tank. On 
the other hand, when a full can 
reaches room temperature, 
high pressure may result from 
the expansion of the gasoline, 
making it a potential hazard 
“Gasoline should never be 
brought into a dwelling for any 
purpose,” 
Brown 
stresses. 
“Fumes can be ignited by the 
pilot light on the furnace 
or 
water heater or by sparks from 
a light switch or electrical 
appliance.” 
It is also doubtful a can exists 
that is completely safe enough 
to transport gasoline in the 
trunk of a passenger car, he 
says. Even an approved safety 
can may leak fumes or gasoline 
if flipped on its side. 
Also, gasoline stored for long 
periods tends to form gum as 
the volatile protion evaporates. 
Thus, such gasoline becomes 
unsatisfactory as a fuel 
For you own safety and that of 
your loved ones and neighbors, 
don’t store large quantities of 
gasoline around the house or 
garage. Don’t store it in any 
amount in your basement. And 
don't keep a can or cans of 
gasoline in the trunk of your 
-automobile.

Beef Market Monopoly Threat 


The Packers and Stockyards 
Ad m i n i s t r a t i on 
included 
revealing comments about how 
powerful interests throw their 
weight around in the cattle 
industry in a recent decision 
prohibiting 
packers 
from 
owning, financing, or operating 
custom feedlots. 
The hard hitting decision, 
scheduled to go into effect July 
1, acknowledged 
that 
many 
farmer feeders have as fewr as 
three, four or possibly 
five 
buyers available to bid on their 
livestock. 
“This 
relative 
fewness of 
buyers means that the buying 
side of the market has more 
market power than the selling 
side,” it said. 
"A decision on the part of a 
single buyer to buy or not to buy 
may have an effect on price 
< w'hile> a similar decision on the 
part of a single seller has no 
price effect at all." 
What 
this 
m eans, 
the 
regulatory agency concluded, is 
that the market for fed cattle is 
far from competitive and that 
there is a good deal of eveidence 
of a shift toward monopolistic 
price making. 


Packer Lineup 
Forty 
representatives 
of 
packers and feedlots lined up 
against the proposed regulation 
with oral or written comments. 
Arrayed on the prevailing side 
were 440 fanners, 23 members 
of Congress, 70 marketing 
associations, 37 businessmen, 
and 52 producer organizations, 
The public record of the 
proceedings shows that a large 
number of packers were ex 
panding into the custom feeding 
business and noted that "severe 
and obvious" conflict of interest 
situations are inherent in these 
setups 
The decision points out that 
rapid growth in a packer 
ownership of custom feedlots. 
with the sale of fed livestock to 
other packers that is involved, 
represents a type of vertical 
integration similar to that which 
resulted in reforms in the in 
dustry in 1920

It was pointed out in the 
decision that numerous studies 
have demonstrated that market 
power is not a myth and that 
marketing concentration has a 
price depressing impact on the 
cattle feeding industry. 
“ In c re a sin g 
ten d e n c ie s 
toward a monopolistic structure 
in the procurement of livestock 
are probably consequences of 
the grow th of packer-owned and 
operated custom feedlots," the 
decision stated. 
“They are likely to result in 
price depressing effects from 
the added market power, the 
ability of an individual packer to 
affect price by a decision to buy 
or not to buy, which stems from 
the greater concentration of 
power on the buying side of the 
market.” 
The agency said it has reason 
to believe 
that 
conditions 
existing now, if left unchecked, 
would probably lead to packer 
control of a large percentage of 
the nation’s marketing facilities 
for fed cattle. It said conditions 
are similar to those of 50 years 
ago when the Packers and 
Stockyards Act was passed to 
correct cattle marketing evils.

GYPSUM: Versatile Hoosier Mineral 


Mining gypsum has become a major 
industry in Indiana. Gypsum is removed 
from 400-foot-deep deposits in two un­ 
derground mines near Shoals in Martin 
County. 
Both companies manufacture 
gypsum products in large surface-level 
factories at the mine heads. Discovery of 
the deposits resulted directly from in­ 
vestigations of the Indiana Geological 
Survey made in the early 1950’s. 
Gypsum was once a dissolved com­ 


ponent of ancient seas which covered 
Indiana many millions of years ago. Em­ 
bay men ts of those seas were cut off and, 
through repeated evaporation, thick layers 
of gypsum were deposited. Today white 
gypsum rock is used in manufacturing 
such important products as plaster, wall 
lath, sheathing board, tile and other 
ceramic products, and in industrial cast­ 
ing and molding. Plaster of parís perhaps 
is the form of gypsum most familiar to us.

The Spider Lady

PO W H A TA N ,V a. (U P I) - 
Ann 
Moreton, 
who 
drove 
a 
cam per van from 
Alaska to 
Florida 
hunting 
spiders, 
is 
known in these parts as “ The 
Spider Lad y.” 
“ Spiders fascinate m e," says 
the petite, vivacious, 64-year 
old widow who takes people 
through a museum of spiders 
she founded in Powhatan as if 
she were graciously showing a 
friend her home. 
“ It’s terrible what tv and 
movies have done to spiders, 
always making them appear so 
evil,” she said. 
Mrs. Moreton pointed to a 
large colored photograph 
"This is a sperm web," she 
said. "The female spider sit in 
the center and twangs a cord of 
the web. The male, on the end 
of the web, twangs back if he's 
receptive. They then both race 
together and mate. 
“ Once I saw a female twang 
the 
cord 
and 
the 
male 
responded, but when they raced 
together the female bit his head 
off. Apparently some signals 
got crossed. 
Mrs. 
Moreton 
has 
trekked 
through 
the 
Florida 
E v e r 
glades, the Green Mountains of 
Vermont and Anchorage, Alas 
ka. photgraphing, studying and 
collecting thousands of spiders. 
This summer the Spider Lady 
put her collection together in a 
126 year 
old 
mill 
near 
this 
country community and opened 
what she says is the only spider 
museum 
in 
the 
world, 
the 
“ National 
Arachnid 
Society 
Spider Museum.” 
"There are over 4.000 types 
of spiders and relatively little is 
known about them.” she said. 
“ But I like to tell people what 1 
do know about them " 
The museum contains photos 
of 
spiders 
feeding, 
making 
webs, catching food and shed 
ding their skins. It also has a 
glass 
cage 
full 
of 
Black 
Widows, 
a 
Yellow 
Kneed 
Tarantula 
and 
an 
ordinary 
house spider. 
“ Spiders are actually very 
beneficial, eating thousands of 
insects during their lifetimes. 
Only two spiders are poisonous 
to humans, the Brown Recluse 
and the Black Widow 
"The Black Widow is actually 
very timid She w ill only attack 
if a human threatens her Then 
her bite can k ill.”

said 
the 
bite 
of 
the 
Brown Recluse is rarely fatal. 
Mrs. Moreton said this spider, 
which lives in Southern states, 
likes to hide in dark places of 
houses such as inside closets 
and shoes. Its bite looks like 
that of a. mosquito, but it takes 
three months to heal, she said 
Mrs Moreton first got inter 
ested in spiders in the mid 
1960s. after having been a free 
lance w riter and photographer.

that claimed 50 lives A yea- ago 
at the same time there had been 
60cycle smashups and 66 deaths 
16 fewer fatalities this year 
The victims, 
DeBard added, 
w ere 
c y c lists

passengers 
Who is to blame for most 
m otorcycle 
accid ents 
and 
deaths’’ 
* ‘ Ou r 
re c o r d s , ’ ’ 
Su pe r i n 
tendent DeBard said, “ indicate 
that cycle riders and motorists 
are almost equally at fault 
drivers for failure to yeild the 
right of way and cyclists for 
accidents in which high speed 
was the prim ary cause. But,” he 
added, "regardless of who is to 
blame, 
the 
motorcyclists 
is 
usually the accident v ic tim " 
He reminded all
